Obregon notifled General Cuarranzs oarly
l(;tln' that he had taken full possesasion
of the cily of I'webln nnd that the Ville
fsta forces, which he defeated there yes.
terdny, wira In full Alght, Feghting took
placa in the streets until & late hour Inst
night, but finally the Villiatas were driven
from thelr last poaitions,

General Obregon reported that he took
more {han 600 prisoners. Unofficlal re-
ports say that fully 00 soldlers were
killed in the battie.

“Wa have won the greatest battle of the
revolution,'” Genern! Obregon added In
hin report. “Tha soldiers loyal to the
Firgt Chief are pursuing the beaten
rebels.'”

The etreets of Tuebla are sald to be
ntrewn with bodies of the dead. The bat.
tio began on the outskirts of the city, but
the Villistas were scon driven Into the
town by the flerce attacks of General
Obragon’s troops, The Villlstas had
mounted machine guns in the houses and
in the tower of the Tamous cathedral, but
thess wern silenced by the well directed
fira of Genernl Obregon's men. The
cathedral was badly damaged.
